Wither  the  Colleges? 

In  April,  a  President's  Task  Force  conducted  an  inquiry  upon  the  College 
system.     It  consisted  of  Dr.  K.C.  Moss   (Chemistry),  Dr.  D.  Leeming  (Mathematics) 
and  Greg  Fraser  (A. M.S.).     A  Report  was  submitted  to  the  President  on  1  May. 
Meantime,  Prof.  Grant  McOrmond  was  re-appointed  Master  of  Craigdarroch  and 
Dr.  Barry  Beardsmore  became  Master  of  Lansdowne  in  succession  to  Dr.  Bryan  Gooch, 
who  became  Assistant  Dean  of  Arts  and  Science.     During  the  summer  vacation  100 
copies  of  the  Report  were  sent  to  faculty  and  students  involved,  with  a  request 
for  feedback.     By  early  September,  23  criticisms  had  been  received.     The  Report, 
well  summarized  in  the  term's  first  issue  of  the  Martlet ,  recommended  that  the 
Commons  Block  be  administered  by  the  University,  that  the  Colleges  become 
essentially  residential  and  that  fewer  faculty  members  participate.     At  its 
meeting  on  Wednesday,  September  13,  the  Senate  recommended  the  abolition  of  the 
Colleges.     This  was  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Governors  on  September  18,  the 
dissolution  to  take  effect  from  30  June  1973. 

When  the  University  President  met  the  Craigdarroch  College  Council  on 
September  27,  there  was  strong  criticism  of  the  failure  to  consult  with  students 
or  give  notice  that  the  matter  was  to  be  discussed  by  Senate.     While  apologizing 
for  any  discourtesy,  the  President  maintained  that  the  process  of  decision-making 
could  not  be  restricted  to  the  eight  months  of  regular  session.     He  announced  that 
a  committee  would  be  set  up  to  consider  what  new  structure  might  replace  the 
existing  one. 
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The  situation,  then,  is  that  College  activities  continue  as  before  until 
next  summer,  by  which  time  Craigdarroch  and  Lansdowne  residents  must  have  made 
known  their  wishes  regarding  a  new  structure.     This  is  your  chance  -  your  only 
one  -  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  future  of  the  residences.     Please  put 
your  questions  or  ideas  to  a  member  of  your  Residence  Council  or  the  College 
Council.
